1. Applicant's Amendment filed 1 1 April 2003 has been reviewed and placed of record in 
the file.

3. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 24-84 
non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, these claims have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1- 23 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
fails to teach or render obvious a memory cell comprising a floating gate transistor having all 
exclusive limitations as recited in claims 1,10, and 18, comprising an asymmetrical intergate 
insulator between a floating gate and a control gate, the asymmetrical intergate insulator either 
has lower barrier height for an erase operation than for a retention operation or has a number of
